Tho E arthquake In California. 
Mr. A. C. Piggin*, of San Francisco, was al 
Independence, Inyo County, at (he time of tin 
earthquake. 
Ile suys that on the day preced­ 
ing the earthquake very high wind* prevailed 
at Independence mid over the whole of the 
valley, hut at night it subsided aud tile air iie- 
catue perfectly calm. 
The first tremor awak­ 
ened him, but liefore he could spring from hie 
betl it was demolished and fell to the floor, the 
centre table tumbled over, aud the bouse 
pitched and rocked like a row-boat in a rough 
sea. 
The building was u strong frame one, 
and was consisen tly not thrown down. 
Ile 
describes the noise which accompanied the 
shock as appalling. It seemed os if the mighty 
mountains skirting the valley were breaking 
up sud nilling into plains below—tbs sound 
was in the air and under their feet, and its re­ 
verberations brough the turn tiling mountains 
were as terrific as the noise itself. 
Ile say* 
the first shock wras a compound one, oscilla­ 
tory and vertical 
Ile ran into the street, and 
in the clear moonlight saw that every adobe 
and brick house in the town was in -ruins. 
The ground heaved and vibrated, and then a* 
the awful sound died in it* far-off echoes those 
who had escaped from their crumbling dwel­ 
ling*, aghast and almost spsechlea* with 
terror, hoped the catastrophe wa* over. 
But 
almost instantly, away to the south, down the 
narrow valley toward* Lone Pine, wa* heard 
a sharp aud thundering explosion ss of a 
thousand columbiad* fired at once. 
The peo­ 
ple braced themselves for the shock, nearer 
and nearer came the appalling noise, aud an 
the shock advanced thousands ii [ion thousand* 
of huge rock* tumbled from the crags on 
either hand and crashed with deafening din 
into Hie ravines and upon the edges of the 
valley below. 
Then came the noise under 
their feet, and with it the awful, sickening, 
and terrifying uplift and swing of the earth. 
The people ran to and fro; some screamed, 
tome prayed, other* stood still and watched 
the course of things with stoical indifference. 
They soon learned that but one or two person* 
had been killed there, and yet none knew what 
the end might lie. for the earth vibrated con­ 
stantly. 
At short intervals would lie heard 
away of! iii the direction of Lone Pine and 
the lake that terrible boom ! bang! as if the 
very mountains themselves were splitting in 
twain. 
Not oui) did teas of thousand* of 
rocks and boulders rolling down the moun­ 
tains add to the confusion of the scene, but iu 
the Sierra, on one side of the valley, avalanche 
after avalanche of snow wa* sent thundering, 
booming, almost screaming, down from the 
S 
ons of eternal frost and ice to the gulfs 
HT. 
People living near Indejiendence, at point* 
where they could see plainly the sides of the 
mountain on either hand, told him I hut ai 
every succeeding shock they could plainly see 
in a hundred places at once bursting from the 
rifted rocks great sheets of flame apparently 
thirty or fifty feet in length, and which would 
coil and lap about a moment and then disap­ 
pear. 
He fay* these flames could not have 
been caused by friction* of rocks and boulder* 
comfily down the mountains, for in hi* own 
neighborhood there were plenty of these, but 
no fire visible. 
In one place he saw an im­ 
mense ledge or drift of whitened and broken 
rock* forced out of the mountains and fall like 
an Immense dump from some mining tunnel 
down IU aide. 
When daylight carne the en­ 
tire valley south of Independence and towards 
Lone Pine was filled with smoke aud dust, 
and in place*, people said, the fumes of sul- 
•hur were almost suffocating. 
The clouds of 
amoke extended from Fish Springs sooth, a* 
far as the eye could reach. 
N umeroits spnugs 
were dried up instantly and others broke 
out in other places, while the flow of water 
from all was greatly increased. 
In one little 
stream three or four inches deep the water 
was thrown*upward to the height of two or 
three feet over foot-bri.lges. 
A man had sev­ 
eral rafts moored in the river near Indepen­ 
dence laden with lumber, and each was thrown 
high and dry. 
Mr. Diggins saw springs of 
water forced out of the mountains where be­ 
fore The rocks had been as dry as a p o w er­ 
house. 
From the time of the first shock till 
daylight the noises aud shocks were incessant. 
At one place a large section of the valley had 
.abrifed about tea feet, leaving aa abrupt 
perpendicular bank at the sides. 
In many 
places the ground was thrown iuto ridges 
andm ounds five or six feet high, and in every 
direction were signs of the destructive agen­ 
cies that had been at w ork-all, however, de­ 
creasing in number and extent as they travel­ 
ed nor h 
Cattle and horses were thrown 
prostrate during the heavier shocks, and their 
bellowing and neighing were pitiful to bear

At Adelaide, South Australia, the heat of 
part of January was intense for the unprece­ 
dented number of twelve days. 
'Villi tho ex­ 
ception of two or three hours on the seventh 
night, when it cooled down so far as t > give a 
promise of a change which did not come, (he 
thermometer never fell below eighty-two de­ 
grees, and ranged in Hie day up to one hun­ 
dred and eight degrees in the shade. 
Busi­ 
ness was brought almost to ar complete stop­ 
page. 
The houses got so thoroughly heated 
in tho day that they had no chance of cooling 
at night, and sleeping, with many |n>ople, be­ 
came an impossibility. 
Even a cold bath w as 
a luxury scarcely attainable, for the tempera­ 
ture of the waterworks water rose to seventy- 
nine degrees. 
Towards the end of Hie twelve 
days, those who could afford it tied to the sea­ 
side. 
On tho last night before the change ut­ 
most every vehicle in the city was put into 
requisition, and tho beach of Glenelg was 
crowded with people, to the numlier of some 
thousands, many of whom spent a great part 
of tho night enjoy ing Hie comparatively cool 
sea breeze; those who could not afford to leave 
their homes sought relief in tying in the open 
air.

When tho representatives of tile 
two villages to be joined into a city 
government met at Schwalbaeh a to 
arrange tho details for the election 
which was to formally inaugurate the 
new municipality, tile members of the 
two boards aud the citizens present 
unanimously expressed a desire that 
the first election at least should be 
non-partisan in character, and par­ 
take of the nature of a union of both 
parties for the arduous task of getting 
the new machinery finto good run­ 
ning order. 
In pursuance of this al­ 
most universally expressed wish meet­ 
ings were called and nominations 
made, in which the offices have been 
apportioned as nearly as may be be­ 
tween the two parties, the candidate 
for Mayor being Republican, a Dem­ 
ocrat for Recorder, two Democratic 
Assessors to one Republican, consta­ 
bles evenly divided, and ten Dem­ 
ocratic to eight Republican Aldermen. 
Of the six Supervisors named three 
are Republicans,and three Democrats. 
There was no Democrat prominently 
named or pressed for the Union nom­ 
ination, so that there can lie no com­ 
plaint on the scoro that the choice of 
Mayor foil upon a Republican. 
Add 
to this the fact that that nominee, 
Mr. James G. Lisnsx.rv, is exception­ 
ally well qualified for the position, 
in practical knowledge both of its 
duties and the needs of the several 
localities of the city, and we cannot 
see that there is any just ground for 
complaint on the part of any Demo­ 
crat who sincerely desired a Union 
movement.
